The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-12 contain improper method claims because the method claims do not provide 
and steps for performing the method. Also to claim 12, an apparatus cannot be dependent on a 
method. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to disclose or reasonably teach an implant for implantation into bone tissue having 
an implant surface characterized in that at least a part of the implant surface comprises a 
microroughness which comprise pores and peaks as disclosed.
